DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed October 27, 2003. The Applicant 
cancelled previously withdrawn claims 2, 9, and 19. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2, Claims 1, 3-8, and 10-18 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance; none of the cited 
prior art of the references (lijima (US 5,161,256); applicant's admitted prior art), taken alone or 
in combination of other references, disclose, teach or fairly suggest a claimed method of storing 
data within a PKCS-15 compliant smart card. In particular, the references do not disclose the 
steps of storing the data object in at least a last available memory location within a directory file, 
the last available memory location nearer the start address of the directory file than earlier stored 
data object and storing pointer data in least a first available memory location most proximate the 
start address and between the start address and the end address while maintaining compliance 
with the PKCS-15 standard for the smart card. In light of the PKCS-1 5 standard, it would not be 
obvious to modify the teachiiigs of the lijima reference to reach the claimed memory 
management method. Accordingly, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been 
motivated to modify teachings of prior art to meet the claimed limitations as set forth in the 
present claimed invention.
